Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 3 and 5 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

In claim 3, line 14, ""said first signal" should be changed to — said first control signal — 
for consistency, see line 4. 

In claim 5, (this claim can be rejoined because the allowed claim 3 is generic) 

line 2, "(41a, 41b)" and "(42, 43)" should be deleted, 

line 3, "(3, 6)" should be deleted. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 3-5 and 20 are allowed. 

These claims are allowed for the reason noted in the previous Office Action regarding 
claim 3. 
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4. Claims 6-18 should be canceled and/or modified (if possible) to depend on the allowed 
claim 3 for being rejoined if wishes.
